D. & B.C. CONDUCTOR 
ACCUSED OF THEFT 


Case Arises Out of Ticket For 
Which Refund Was to Have 
Been Made 


Before Justice Simmons in the Su- 
preme Court yesterday Benjamin J. 
Martin, a conductor on the EB. D. & B. 
C. Railway, was eharged with having 
at or near MeLennan, on July 25th, 
1916, received $10.45 from Charles 
Bryce Miller on terms requiring him 
to aceount for and repay the same to 
the Edmonton, Dunvegan & British 
Columbia Railway Company, he did 
fraudently omit to account for the 
money and did steal the same, 

E. B. Cogswell prosecuted for the 
Crown, and H. H. Robertson appeared 
for the railway company, while H. If. 
Parlee defended. 

The prosecution contends that Mill- 
er, Who is now at the front with the 
194th Battalion, came from MeLen- 
nan to Bdmonton to enlist. As cus- 
tomary in such cases his ticket was 
afterwards sent to the railway com- 
pany with an application for a refund | 
of the fare to Miller, which refund 
the company could obtain from the 
Militia Department. 1t is alleged that 
the sum of 30 cents only was found to 
be credited to the ticket, whereas the 
amount should have been $10.45. 

For defence, it is urged by the ac- 
cused that he paid $12.50 shortage on 
his report on that run, and that any 
alleged discrepancy in the tickets 
must have occurred through the rock- 
ing of the train interfering with the 
proper punching of the duplex tickets,

After being absent for an hour and 
forty minutes the jury yesterday af- 
termoon returned a verdict that Greg- 


orl Kucher, charged in the Supreme 
Criminal Court with the murder of 
Ceorge Potinti, was guilty of man- 


slaughter, with a rider recommending 
him to the clemency of the court. 
“There is a third party,” said Mr 
Justice Simmons, in sentencing the 
prisoner, “that has to be considered in 
this case—the people of the province 
ot Alberta, who are entitled to know 
and feel that the law of the country 
must be obeyed, You have broken the 


law of the province and the law of 
God, which says that you must not 
take the life of any man Your ree- 


ord for good character has helped you 
a good deal; also the commendation 
ol the jury that mercy should be 
shown you. If you had not gone out 
with fi ms and began a quarrel 
with your neighbor, you would not be 
here now. Although he was ready 
and willing to quarrel with you, he is 
dead now at your hands, and you 
must be punished You will be sent 
to the Edmonton penitentiary for 12 
years,”

Alberta Government Ontlines the 
Plans to United Farmers’ Congress 


Organization Will be Created to Act as Regulator of Rates of Interest and of Manner 
Which Loan Companies Are Handling Borrowing Public of Province—Act Will 
be Put Through as Government Measure and Will be Administered by 
Board Known as Alberta Farm Loan Board 


‘‘What we aim at at the present time is to create an organization that will be able to enter the 
loan field and act as a regulator of the rates of interest and the manner in which loan companies are 
handling the borrowing public of the province.’’ 

In this sentence Hon. C. R. Mitchell, provincial treasurer, summed up the object and purpose of the 
Rural Credits legislation the government will introduce at the forthcoming session of the legislature, 
which he outlined at the convention of the United Farmers of Alberta at its morning session Thursday 
in First Presbyterian church under the presidency of H. W. Wood, president. 

The act provides the means whereby the interest rates on first mortgage farm loans may be 
lowered and equalized and provides repayment on an amoritization plan, 
The act will be administered by a board to be called the Alberta Farm Loan board consist- 

ing of five directors. 

The executive officer and main spring of the organization will be a commissioner on salary. 

Mortgages will be issued for a periou of 30 years with repayment privilege after five years. 

The rate rate of interest will be the actual cost of obtaining the money with one per cent. 
added for expenses of management and for the creation of a reserve. 

The working capital will be an initial loan provided by the government or arrangements 

for a line of credit. 

Mr. Mitchell impressed that the affairs of the board would be conducted on strict business principles, 
a declaration which the convention loudly appli iuded. 

Following his explanations of the provisions of the act the convention adopted a resolution approv- 
ing of the principle of the measure and directing the directors to keep in touch with the government to 
secure as broad legislation on the question as posssi ble.

ACCUSED OF THEFT 


Case Arises Out o of Ticket For 
Which Refund Was to Have 
Been Made 


Before Justice Simmons in the Su- 
preme Court yesterday Benjamin J. 
Martin, a conductor on the BE, D. & B. 
C. Railway, was charged with having 
at or near MeLennan, on July 25th, 
1916, received $10.45 from Charlee 
Bryce Miller on terms requiring him 
to account for and repay the same to 
the Edmonton, Dunvegan & British 
Columbia Railway Company, he did 
fraudently omit to aceount for the 
money and did steal the same. 

I. B. Cogswell prosecuted for tho 
Crown, and H. H. Robertson appeared 
for the railway company, while H, 1. 
Parlee defended. 

The prosecution contends that Mill- 
er, who is now at the front with the 
194th Battalion, came from McLen- 
nan to Edmonton to enlist. As cus- 
tomary in such cases his ticket was 
afterwards sent to the railway com- 
pany with an application for a refund | 
of the fare to Miller, which refund | 
the company could obtain from the 
Militia Department. It is alleged that 
the sum of 30 cents only was found to 
be credited to the ticket, whereas the 
amount should have been $10.45 

For defence, it is urged by the ac- 
cused that he paid $12.50 shortage on 
his report on that run, and that any 
alleged discrepancy in the tickets 
must have occurred through the rock- 
ing of the train interfering with the 
proper punching of the duplex tickets. 

The case is proceeding.
